Tw enty-four hours of terrific 
tension in the R uhr following: 
discovery that two French offi­ 
cials had been assassinated near 
Buer, broke today and at least 
seven and possibly IO G erm ans 
were killed. 
Reports from French sources 
at Buer, which is held under an 
intensive state of siege, had tw o 
Germ ans suspected of m urdering 
two French officials Saturday 
night here, captured by gen­ 
darm es. 
Attempting to escape, the suspects 
•were shot to death, after which an 
ugly crowd threatened to storm the 
place, and five of the mob were killed. 
Berlin received reports that three Ger­ 
mans were killed last night at Buer 
for disobeying the curfew order. 
French and Germans engaged in a 
street clash at Dortmund and a French 
officer was killed, while several on 
either side, including a German po­ 
lice commissioner, were wounded.

Germany is not a t present inclin­ 
ed to name any definite sum she is 
willing to pay, preferring to have 
an in ternational commission fix the 
amount.

Milbank, S. D., March 12— An e n ­ 
tirely new type of building in South 
Dakota will be the proposed new high 
school and com m unity building to 
he erected here. 
Carlton F. Tweed, 
Minneapolis, consulting engineer, is 
to lay out the mechanical equipment, 
including heating, v e n t i l a t i n g 
plu m bing and wiring. 
Aside from 
accommodations 
for 
more than 350 students, the building 
will include the offices of the board 
of education, the city council, rest 
rooms for women and men, a tourist 
room, and will provide quarte rs for 
the American Legion and auxiliary. 
An aud ito riu m will seat 850 on the 
main floor and 250 in the balcony. 
This can also be used as a g y m n a ­ 
sium. 
The floor space will he 4 5 by 
70 feet. 
A fire wall will separate the two 
parts of the building, and the school 
section will be so arranged th a t the 
pupils will be kept entirely ap a rt 
from the section to be used for pub­ 
lic purposes. 
The city council and 
the school hoard are to jointly bear 
tile cost of erection.

Bodies of th e dead were brought 
here today by rescue workers who 
rushed to the stricken village when 
word of tile disaster was broadcast­ 
ed. 
Pinson was quietly sleeping when 
the storm broke, 
wrecking 
houses 
and buildings. 
Many of

were killed while they slept. 
Others 
were tossed about in the wreckage 
of their homes as the storm whirled 
about the little town. 
Rain

light hail followed the high winds, 
adding to the misery of tile victims. 
Tile casualties lay scattered about 
while the townspeople who escaped 
with only slight injuries tried fra n ­ 
tically in the darkness and rain to 
help them. 
Messengers were rushed 
to su r­ 
rounding towns to 
secure 
nurses,

Twenty-four hours of terrific 
tension in the Ruhr following 
discovery that two French off! 
cials had been assassinated near 
Ruer, broke today and at least 
seven and possibly IO Germans 
were killed. 
Reports from French sources 
at Buer, which is held under an 
intensive state of siege, had two 
Germans suspected of murdering 
two French officials Saturday 
night here, captured by gen 
darmes. 
Attempting to escape, the suspects 
were shot to death, after which an 
ugly crowd threatened to storm the 
place, and five of the mob were killed 
Berlin received reports that three der 
mans were killed last night at Buer 
for disobeying the curfew order, 
French and Germans engaged in 
street clash at Dortmund and a Fr ench 
officer was killed, while several on 
either side, including a German po 
lice commissioner, were wounded.

Berlin, March 12— Germany was 
ready to end the R u h r deadlock and 
resume reparations paym ents

Following the m urder of Lieuten 
ant Colonel Tin and M. Joly, French 
official near Bauer, Saturday night 
France indignantly imposed severe 
reprisal measures upon the district 
and both Premier Poincare and War

GERMANY HAS OUT 
SECRET PEACE FEELERS 
Berlin, March 12— While the Ger­ 
man government was understood to 
have secret peace feelers out and to 
be willing to resume reparations pay 
ments on a “ reasonable basis” , pro­ 
vided international aid was granted, 
events in the R u h r grew a hu n d red ­ 
fold worse today with the killing of 
at least seven Germans and a French 
officer and numerous clashes.

Milbank, S. D., March 12— An en ­ 
tirely new type of building in South 
Dakota will be the proposed new high 
school and community building to 
be erected here. 
Carlton F. Tweed, 
Minneapolis, consulting engineer, is 
to lay out the mechanical equipment, 
including heating, v e n t i l a t i n g 
plumbing and wiring. 
Aside from 
accommodations 
for 
more th an 350 students, the building 
will include the offices of the board 
of education, the city council, rest 
rooms for women and men, a tourist 
room, and will provide quarters for 
the American Legion and auxiliary. 
An auditorium will seat 850 on the 
main floor and 250 in the balcony. 
This can also be used as a g y m n a ­ 
sium. 
The floor space will be 45 by 
0 feet. 
A fire w'all will separate the two 
parts of the building, and the school 
section will be so arranged th a t the 
pupils will be kept entirely a p art 
from the section to be used for pub­ 
lic purposes. 
The city council and 
he school board are to jointly bear 
the cost of erection.

MANY WERE KILLED 
WHILE THEY SLEPT 


Jackson, Tennessee,

Twenty persons were killed and near­ 
ly two score wounded when a wind 
and hall storm struck Pinson during 
the night. 


Bodies of the dead were brought 
here today by rescue workers who 
rushed to the stricken village when 
word of the disaster was broadcast­ 
ed. 
Pinson was quietly sleeping when 
the storm broke, 
wrecking 
houses 
and buildings. 
Many of 
the 
dead 
were killed while they slept. 
Others 
were tossed about in the wreckage 
of their homes as the storm whirled 
about the little town. 
Rain 
and 
light hail followed the high winds, 
adding to the misery of the victims. 
The casualties lay scattered about 
while the townspeople who escaped 
with only slight injuries tried fra n ­ 
tically in the darkness and rain to 
help them. 
Messengers were rushed to su r­ 
rounding towns to 
secure 
nurses, 
physicians, 
provisions, 
ambulances 
and emergency necessities. 


Hours after the cyclone had pass- 
d, leaving death and destruction in 
its wake, little hands of half clad 
townspeople struggled to repair the 
damages to their homes. 


Bands of relief

shortly before dawn. 
They carne In automobiles, broken 
down buggies and other conveyances. 
They found the 
schoolhouse,

places demolished.

I his is a hard 
saying whose meaning has been variously interpreted. There are 
these who believe in taking it in a very literal sense, which leads 
them to seek the friendship of the powerful, who are able to de­ 
termine that, if circum stances go against them, they may be again 
raised to a place of prosperity and comfort, 
British royalty has proved during the past half century that 
it is able to sense the fart that life knows changes and that what 
obtains today may tie changer! tomorrow. 
With this knowledge 
fully established by changes that have taken place within a life­ 
time, the king and kueen of Britain have consistently endeavored 
to win the appreciation and approval of the people as a whole. 
They are the representatives of the nation iii its entirety and do 
not represent any one part of it in particular. 
They are the na­ 
tion’s symbol of unity and stand in the same relation to the British 
people as the flag to the American people. 
Accordingly, royalty has tended to become ever more demo­ 
cratic in its sympathies and relations. 
W ith Hie passing of th** 
power of government more and m on 
nto the hands of the people 
and the surprising increase in the strength of the labor party, 
their majesties have step by step approached the common people. 
But this has come to its highest point in the recent dinner, given 
by Viscount and lindy Astor, when th*1 king and queen sat down 
with mam bors of the labor party and their wives. 
Growing out 
of this meeting of royalty and labor at dinner, members of the 
labor party have been invited to dine at Buckingham palace. 
This attitude of British royalty might well be copied by others 
who, obsessed by their power, refuse to meet. representatives of 
labor and agriculture. 
They will not compromise; they would 
rather tight. 
But British royalty sees the handw riting on the 
wall. 
In the last election labor polled four votes for every five 
polled by the Sonar I>aw party. 
With this party, which is so 
rapidly coming into a powerful place in Britain, and in a number 
of bye-elect ions has defeated the party in |w»wer. British royalty 
is prepared to make friends, 
It may not be long until the crown 
of Britain will l>e within the gift of this party, representing the 
laborers of Britain, and many intellectuals who are united in it 
and art1 in positions of leadership. 
ll must not Im> thought that by sueli receptions for labor rep­ 
resentatives British royalty is throwing a sop to labo.r T hir ma­ 
jesties are sincere in their attitude, and the Prince of Wales iv 
loved by the people just because of his unspoiled naturalness, 
lf 
the king and queen attempted to win the loyalty of labor by efforts 
that lacked sincerity, those* whom they chose to win would be the 
first to see through their scheme. 
In fact, labor is particularly 
acute in seeing through camouflage of any kind. 
The attitude of British royalty is characterized by a sanity 
and consideration that holds the promise of the survival of royalty 
in Britain despite the vicissitudes and changes through which the 
political life of the nation may pass. 
Conciliation, consideration 
anti sympathy, aiming af the country’s good, art* among those 
things that coat nothing, except the willingness to concede the 
right of any group to seek to govern, remembering that the minor­ 
ity governed may exercise its inalienable privilege to seek to be­ 
come the majority governing. 
But unity and tolerance cannot be 
won except as both parties forget their prejudices, and it is inter­ 
esting to note that labor representatives attended the dinner wear­ 
ing knee breeches. 
When the king can forget his crown, and the 
laborer Ins overalls, and meet each other as nu n, there is hope 
tor Britain's future and there is no danger of the triumph of 
Bolshevism.

CONSERVING IN P DI VET PPI NO TI MUI R 


S ecretary H. C. Wallace, of the d ep artm en t of agriculture, 
is calling attention to the fact th a t Am erica m ust conserve and 
develop tim ber supplies. 
Visitors from other p a rts of the world, 
in statin g their impressions of Am erica, are affirm ing th at th e 
thing most noticeable in this country is its prodigality. 
W ith 
w onderful resources, we do not feel the need of conserving any­ 
thing, but wit ii a carelessness that is alarm ing we consume o ur 
natural resources without a thought of tin* time when, through 
their rapid consumption, we shall be w ithout them. 
A m erica consumes around 7,000.000 tons of paper annually 
and of the pulp-wood that is used in its m an u factu re tw en ty p er 
cent is imported. 
C anada max ai any tim e place an em bargo on 
pulp-wood and the domestic supplies are being reduced to such an 
extent th at unless som ething is dom* to conserve supplies and 
develop new ones it L only a m atte r of time until the United 
S tates w ill be faced by a pulp-wood famine. 
Some years ago Gifford Bindlet called attention to this m at­ 
te r and the facts that he subm itted have not as yet led to any se­ 
rious attem pt to improve the situation. 
The policy th at is tieing 
pursued is unspeakably selfish. 
A m ericans today are deliberately 
and with reckless abandon consuming resources th at are not be­ 
ing replaced, and in so ta r as these are reduced the generations 
that follow will suffer, 
I; may he said that their inventive geniia 
must provide for them, and that each g eneration m ust hear its 
own burdens. 
But in the light of the fact that this generation is 
not using intelligence in its use of resources, but is ex travagant 
and prodigal in their use, there is little point to the defense that 
it is up to those who follow to provide for them selves. 
The ex­ 
pectation th at in the future some inventive genius will come along 
and utilize new m aterials, is no excuse for a policy that fails to 
conserve and plant in the present.

T he greatest of leachers once said, “ Make to yourselves 
friends of the mammon of unrighteousness; that, when ye fail, 
they may receive vou into everlasting habitations. 
J his is a hard 
saying whose meaning has been variously interpreted. 
There are 
those who believe in taking it in a very liteial sense, which leads 
them to seek the friendship of the powerful, who are able to de­ 
termine that, if circumstances go against them, they may be again 
raised to a place of prosperity and comfort. 
British royalty has proved during the past half century that 
it is abit' to sense the fact that life knows changes and that what 
obtains today may tie changed tomorrow. 
With this knowledge 
fully established by changes that have taken place within a life­ 
time, the king and kueen of Britain have consistently endeavored 
to win the appreciation and approval of the people as a whole. 
They are the representatives of the nation in its entirety and do 
not represent any one part of it in particular. 
They are the na­ 
tion’s symbol of unity and stand in the same relation to the British 
people as the flag to the American people. 
Accordingly, royalty has tended to become ever more demo­ 
cratic in its sympathies and relations. 
With the passing of the 
power of government more and more into the hands of the p e o p l e 
and the surprising increase in the strength of the labor party, 
their majesties have step by step approached the common people. 
B ut this has come to its highest point in the recent dinner, given 
by Viscount and I,ady Astor, when the king and queen sat down 
with members of the labor party and their wives, 
t r o w i n g out 
of this meeting of royalty and labor at dinner, members of the 
labor party have been invited to dine at Buckingham palace. 
This attitude of British royalty might well be copied by others 
who, obsessed by their power, refuse to meet representatives of 
labor and agriculture. 
They will not compromise; they would 
r a th e r fight. 
But British royalty sees the handw riting on the 
wall. 
In the last election labor polled four votes for every five 
polled by the Bonar Law party. 
With this party, which is so 
rapidly coming into a powerful place in Britain, and in a number 
of bye-elections has defeated the party in power, British royalty 
is prepared to make friends. 
It may not he long until the crown 
of Britain Will be within the gift of this party, representing the 
laborers of Britain, and many intellectuals who are united in it 
and are in positions of leadership. 
It must not lie thought that by such receptions for labor rep­ 
resentatives British royalty is throw ing a sop to labo.r 
Thir ma­ 
jesties are sincere in their attitude, and the Prince of Wales is 
loved by the people just because of his unspoiled naturalness, 
lf 
the king and queen attempted to win the loyalty of labor by efforts 
th at lacked sincerity, those whom they chose to win would be the 
first to see through their scheme. 
In fact, labor is particularly 
acute in seeing through camouflage of any kind. 
The attitude of British royalty is characterized by a sanity 
and consideration th a t holds the promise of the survival of royalty 
in Britain despite the vicissitudes and changes through v\hicii tin 
political life of tin1 nation may pass. 
Conciliation, consideration 
and sympathy, aiming at the country’s good, are among those 
things that cost nothing, except the willingness to concede the 
right of any group to seek to govern, remembering thai the minor 
fly governed may exercise its inalienable privilege to seek to be 
come the m ajority governing. 
But unity and tolerance cannot be 
Avon except as both parties forget their prejudices, and it is inter­ 
esting to note that labor representatives attended the dinner wear­ 
ing knee breeches. 
When the king can forget his crown, and the 
laborer his overalls, and meet each other as men, there is hope 
for B ritain ’s future and there is no danger of the trium ph of 
.Bolshevism.

S e c r e t a r y IL C. W a l l a c e , of the departm ent of agriculture, 
is calling attention to the fact that America must conserve and 
develop timber supplies. 
Visitors from other parts of the world, 
in stating their impressions of America, are affirming that the 
thing most noticeable in this country is its prodigality. 
With 
wonderful resources, we do not feel the need of conserving any­ 
thing, but with a carelessness that is alarming we consume our 
natural resources without a thought of the time when, through 
their rapid consumption, we shall be without them. 
America consumes around 7,000,000 tons of paper annually 
and of the pulp-wood that is used iii its m anufacture tw enty per 
cent is imported. 
Canada may ai any time place an embargo on 
pulp-wood and the domestic supplies are being reduced to such an 
extent that unless something is done to conserve supplies and 
develop new ones it is only a m atter of time until the United 
States will be faced by a pulp-wood famine. 
Some years ago Gifford Pinchot called attention to this m at­ 
ter and the facts that he submitted have not as yet led to any se­ 
rious attem pt to improve the situation. 
The policy that is being- 
pursued is unspeakably selfish. 
Americans today are deliberately 
and with reckless abandon consuming resources that are not be­ 
ing replaced, and in so far as these are reduced the generations 
that follow will suffer. 
It may be said that their inventive genius 
must provide for them, and that each generation must bear its 
own burdens. 
But in the light of the fact that this g en e ra tio n ,is 
not using intelligence in its use of resources, but is extravagant 
and prodigal in their use, there is little point to the defense that 
it is up to those who follow to provide for themselves. 
The ex­ 
pectation that in the future some inventive genius will come along 
an d utilize new materials, is no excuse for a policy that fails to 
conserve and plant in the present. 
The earth is ours to use it, but 
not to abuse it.
